From the Bditor ... You've pullea it out of your mailbox, you've scanned it and noticed a 
few changes, and you're wondering just what Swearingen is up to, now tnat 
he’s DX News editor, and where the NRC is headed. 

Let Mike Knitter and me set your minds at ease. Several months ago we decided that 
after six-plus years, it was time for a change for both of us. Mike’s job responsibilities 
Clashed with nis having to meet a deadline 30 times a year as bulletin publisher/editor, and 
I frankly was getting tired of typing and was getting a little overloaded with hobby-related 
activities. 

And so Mike has delegated the position of bulletin editor to me, thus freeing him for 
More time to answer correspondence, develop new NRC activities, maintain the NRC Log 
database, retype mountains of reprint materials, and continue directing the activities of 
the club. (Sue gets to rest, I guess.) Although his title (as mandated in the club’s 
constitution) will continue as Publisher, a more accurate title might be "Executive 
Secretary." (Personally, I think he prefers "De Boss".) Club members should be aware that 
I answer directly to him (and, financially, to club treasurer Dick Truax) and will refer 
requests for changes in club operation to him. 

Mike‘s strength lies in pranction, and mine in publication, and we feel that the club 
will benefit greatly fram this switch (and if after a few bulletins you feel otherwise, we 
want to know). I’ve had over two decades” worth of experience in producing publications, 
covering news, management, radio, and related fields, and I now feel confident in 
announcing, publicly, that my goal, as the head of a team, is to make DX News the best radio 
club bulletin in the world. 

Just as Ernie Cooper made it easy for me to continue improving "Musings of the Members” 
when I took it over in December, 1982, Mike has given me a running start to continue the 


improvement of DXN. Of course there will be changes ... for example, the address label page 
was modified to meet postal regulations for automated mailing so that you should receive DXN 
at a more consistent time, depending upon the printer and unnatural disasters. (The 


printer ’s bid is considerably lower than tne Wisconsin printer, which should more than 
offset the increased cost of postage and should put off any dues increase for quite some 
time, by the way.) Depending upon space availability, well mun a few photos now and then, 
as I can make prints utilizing a Kodak contact screen which cuts the cost per pnoto fran 
several dollars to pennies. (Refer to the guide on the inside back page for photo and other 
submission requirements.) And by September I will be listing the names, cities, and states 
of new members who have joined the NRC, along with a current total of dues-paying members. 
Mike and membership chairman Ron Musco have done a fine job of maintaining the membership 
level, where other radio clubs having been losing members to the point where their existence 
is in danger. Now it’s my turn to edit DXN so that new readers are more likely to stay with 
us ... and I’d like to see membership increase by 50 subscribers, or more, per year. Yes, 
there will be changes, and I think you’1l like them. 

My most immediate goal, however, is to recruit a replacement for me as Musings editor, 


either one or more person(s), and if more than one, by same other division than 
geographical. I can edit, if necessary, Musings for the August issue. And that’s it. No 
volunteer(s) means no more Musings after that. Call me at (913) 266-5707 or write for 


information, but apply to Mike for the position. I would suggest that you should have some 
type of word processor (I’ve been using a simple Cammodore 64 and Juki 6100 daisy wheel 
printer), but even a manual typewriter with a fresh ribbon produces acceptable camera-ready 
copy. 

I plan to edit DXN in as professional a manner as possible, so that it meets the needs 
of its readers/members, and I expect all column editors as well as other submitters to meet 
top-quality standards (see p. 23). On the other hand, I plan to have fun and to make 
readers laugh as well as to consider serious events. As before in Musings, there will be no 
place in DXN for material unrelated to radio, for personal attacks or slurs, for useless 
bitching and groaning, or for egotism. It should go without saying that libel, obscenity, 
blasphemy, or advocation of violence will not be allowed in this publication. I will 
publish, however, controversial discussions, proposals for change, and timely news, as long 
as they are related to or affect AM DX“ing, or, aS space permits, broadcasting, DX’ing, and 
the radio hobby in general. 

That“s enougn guidelines for now. Remember that youre a member of a reporting team, 
too: support the columns, and give us feedback. Thank you for your cooperation during the 
past six-plus years, and for ... many years in the future. And now ... on with it!

Regional Conference sets 1 July 1990 for AM Band Extension

On June 9th, the 2nd session of the ITU's Regional Administrative Radio Conference 
ended in Rio de Janeiro with an agreement to open the 1605 - 1705 kHz band to AM 
broadcasting starting July 1, 1990. This band is now mainly used for radiolocation, 
aeronautical navigation, cordless phones, remote broadcast auxilaries, and fixed and 
mobile services. In the United States, 1605 ~ 1615 kHz is used for Travelers 
Information Stations (TIS). 


After the re-allocation takes effect, fixed and mobile stations will still be 
allowed to operate between 1625 and 1705 kHz outside the US, but broadcasters will 
have priority in the choice of frequencies throughout the Western Hemisphere. Radio- 
location beacons can also continue operating in that band on a secondary (noninter- 
ference) basis, Manufacture of cordless phones using mediumwave frequencies ended in 
1984, so these are already headed toward extinction. The US presented no proposals 
at the conference for reassigning TIS stations, regarding this as a wholly domestic 
issue. The Rio meeting set technical criteria for band—-sharing among the various 
authorized services, which we haven't seen yet. 


The conference gave individual countries substantial leeway in deciding how these 
new broadcasting channels are to be used. Anticipating this, even before the confer- 
ence ended the FCC issued a Notice of Inquiry to solicit comments on whether to treat 
the new allocation like the existing AM band, or “adopt a system offering substan- 
tially less governmental oversight...to offer new and novel services and promote 
diversity and distribution of radio services in a different way." 


Specifically, the FCC is considering offering nationwide licenses on up to 9 of the 
10 new channels. These would not be like the old "clear channel" stations, since pow- 
er would be limited to 10 KW or less (or 1 KW equivalent at borders with other coun- 
tries). Instead, licensees could decide for themselves how many stations to put on 
"their" channel and where to locate them. To provide as much flexibility as possible, 
national licensees would probably be exempt from the Commission's limits on the number 
of stations a single entity can own, at least initially and within the new band. 


The FCC also has some novel ideas about dealing with co-channel interference in the 
new band — through station-to-station negotiations and the “operation of the market- 
place": "there may be public interest advantages in permitting licensees to decide on 
the level of interference to be accepted." As for TIS stations, the Commission 
suggests moving the ones now using 1610 kHz up to 1700 kHz. 


The deadline for filing public comments in Gen. Docket 84-467 (regulation of 
broadcasting in the 1605 ~ 1705 kHz band) was July llth. Reply comments are due 
by July 26th. Considering the complexity of the issues raised by the Commission, the 
comment period may be extended. In any event, an Inquiry is just a first step, a wet 
finger raised in the breeze. Actual rule-making is further down the road, so if 
any of you wants to have a say in the use of the new band, you'll have a chance later.

STATION PROFILE: WGSA - 1310, Ephrata, PA. 


(Bditor's note: John Malicky prepared the following WGSA profile as a result 
of his pilgrimage accross the Keystone State to the Wilmington Convention. 


WGSA Radio is Ephrata's first radio station, having signed on the air 
on July 26, 1955. Mr. Samuel Youse originally owned the station, and was its 
Operator for some 29 years., from 44 Bethany Road, Ephrata. WGSA - FM 
began broadcasting in November, 1962. Today, the FM carries the call 
WIOV. In the fall of 1964, Mr. Youse sold both stations, as he decided 
to retire fram the hectic world of broadcasting. Brill Media, of 
Evansville, Indiana, purchased WIOV, and Joel Michaels Media, Inc., 
obtained WGSA. In March, 1986, WGSA moved its entire operation from 
Bethany Road to the renovated Mentzner Building. The signal is 


microwavedback to the old site, as the main directional pattern 
is beamed 16 degrees north of true west to protect WSSJ, in 
Camden, N.J. The station operates with 5000 watts of power.

WGSA carries an adult contemporary format with emphasis on local, 
as well as regional and national news, community information, farm news, and 
sports. Farm news comes through Agrinet programs, and local Ag-updates air eight 
times daily. Sports coverage includes the play - by - play of the Philadelphia 
Eagles and Penn State teams. Central Pennsylvanians are informed of driving 
conditions during both AM and PM drive times from the Traffax Cammand Center. 


The news and information, as well as the music stops, on Sunday mornings fram 
6:AM to Noon, when religion is aired. 


WGSA is unique in that its offices and studios are in a most interesting 
building. Constructed in 1889, the Mentzer Building is an exceptionally sophisticated 
and nearly intact Queen Ann cammercial and office building., standing at the 
intersection of Ephrata's Main and State Streets, in the heart of downtown Ephrata. 
Its prominant site represents the significance of the Mentzer family, who had 
long been instrumental in the economic growth of the area, operating a cigar 
manufactory as well as being involved in the coming of ageof Ephrata as a 
small regional market, with its shops bringing the wondors of the late 19th 
century consumer age to the town. The building is very significant as a “small 
town skyscraper" that describes the archictectural sophistication available in 
Ephrata at the turn of the century. 


The building was recently purchased and completely renovated. The 
first floor and lower level house commercial businesses, including WGSA, which 
even includes a shower within the bathroom! The second and third floors contain 
one and two bedroom luxury appartments. All of the renovation was performed to 
allow the inside and outside of the building to retain its Victorian style. 

The Mentzer Building is listed in the National Register of Historic Places.

Broadcast Band Apparent Frequency Deviations and 
Earthquake Forecasting - an 18 month report 


R.F.Cole 7-4-88 


Six California quakes, and one in extreme northern Mexico, of 4.0 or 
greater from June 10 to July 1 combined with very large deviation averages 
over most of that period have supplied a good opportunity to look for cor- 
relation patterns, Some of the apparent deviations logged here in Missouri 
were as high as 8 Khz., wiht many at 5 and 6 Khz. These were verified by a 
second radio set up to automatically mechanically scan one station's signal 
on a 24 hour basis and feeding a chart recorder. 

Several conclusions have been reached. 

First is that the time lag average of 6.36 days between high deviations 
here and a quake (over 3.0) on the West Coast seems to have changed to 3.5 to 
4 days for these seven quakes, and timing must be figured from the high point 
of deviations rather than the drop-off point. This makes it much more dif- 
ficult to decide whether a local quake is going to occur or whether deviations 
are going to drop off here and be followed by a quake westward. And since 
monitoring of 17 stations is usually done only two or three times daily, with 
a l2 hour overnight gap, the potential warning time for California would be 
cut by a critical half day. 

Secondly, the lag time for extreme southern California and northern Mexico 
seems to be about one vay longer than for the Los Angeles to San Francisco 
area. Since no quakes have recently occurred north of the latter, I can only 
guess that the same might apply there, 

Third, the possible accuracy of such predictions, due to insufficient data 
collected by poor instrumentation (homemade, at that) is about 65%, which puts 
it in a class similar to the U.S.Weather Bureau, and which, I am told, is not 
sufficient to be accepted by the scietific community. This is a good thing, 
that science should only accept very solid evidence. But without better means 
of investigation, the better evidence will never exist (nor can the relation- 
ship between the phenomena and quakes be disproved). 

Meanwhile, 18 months have supplied evidence of an amazing correlation of 
some sort, even if it has not yet been exactly pinned down to certain rules. 

As of now, this phenomena seems to be limited to this area, as it exists 
to the extent found here. The actual extent of the local area may be 100 
miles wide and 200 «wiles long, but the time and means to investigate this have 
not been available. 

There may be, and probably are, other such "sensitive" areas in the country. 
And it is definite, from some reports received, that areas over some inactive 
quake faults are either not "sensitive" or are "mildly sensitive". This 
contradicts my earlier assumptions. Neverthgless, due to persistent reports 
of supposed inaccuracies of high grade digital readout receivers, it seems 
safe to assume that many areas are either slightly "sensitive" or sometimes 
"sensitive", 

Mention should be made of an interesting discovery with automatic mechanical 
monitoring ("fanning" of the dial very slowly across a station's frequency). 
The chart recorder shows an unusual pattern or disturbance of the signal curve 
for a short period on the side of the peak toward which the signal is deviating 
as shown on a second radio. When no deviation is found on the second radio, 
the pattern is sometimes centered on the peak, but usually is non~existent, 

Now, thanks to a suggestion by Mike Medeke, it has been discovered that null 
directions (when a ferrite core coil radio is rotated) are ridiculously 
distorted here - some as much as 30 degrees = on deviating signals. What this 
discovery will mean is anybody's guess. It could be a vital clue ~- and it is 
added evidence that something peculiar is going on here, It will be pursued 
with what means are available.

The sale would make WSKQ the 
city’s first 50,000-watt Spanish-lan- 
guage station, reaching lisfeners in 
several states.

A radio listener was jailed, 
charged with cruelty to animals, for 
reputedly killing five cats because he 
didn't like the music played by sta- 
tion KITY-Power 93, police said. 

The bodies of the cut-up cats, 
placed in five boxes, were left in 
front of the radio station Tuesday 
night, police said Thursday. 

Kenneth Otis Watson, 29, of Bul- 
verde, was in Bexar County Jail in 
lieu of bonds totaling $4,800 on char- 
ges Of cruelty to animais and crimi- 
na} trespass, officials said. 

The suspect, who told police he 


had talked with God and was protest- 
ing the language used on the station, 
claimed the cats were sick anyway 
and the incident was symbolic be- 
cause of the KITY station's call let- 
ters, according to police reports. 

Terry Rodda, vice president and 
General manager of the radio station, 
which plays contemporary hits, said 
the matter was in the hands of the 
police, 

“It was very upsetting — we've 


“taken added security measures,” he 


told the Express-News, 
Police were ‘told the incident be- 


gan Monday night when the suspect 
walked into the radio station at 317 
Arden Grove and went around the 
front desk and into an area where 
only employees are allowed. When 
he was stopped by an employee and 
was told to leave the building, the in- 
teuder said he didn’t like the music 
KITY was playing and left, accord- 
ing to police reports. 

The next night, employees found 
the bodies of five cut-up cats in five 
boxes at the front door of the station 
and noticed the suspect nearby, po- 
lice were told,

Last time wo began the saga of ‘The Search for the Holy Grail of WFAH 
Reception. Fast forwara the calendar to this past sumer, and I will tell the end of a tale 
of Travel Out East. "Come visit," my friend has always said from the Nation’s Capital. 
"How about next ..." I said. Gold fillings make such elegant sounds as they gently hit the 
floor, and at the price, they should. And so the saga of the Seach taxes a twist of fate. 
The first part of the travel tale will be told later as it is the end of the tale which 
relates to our saga. On the return trip, the decision was reached, casily, to avoid the PA 
“pike and go through the Cumberland Gamp. Morgantown, WV, Pittsburgh, PA, and then west. 
Not only was the scenery much finer and the driving much more interesting, there was a whole 
bunch of stations on my list. 

First stop on August 3, 1987 was in Sebratin, WV, a suburb of Morgantown, visiting the 
nighly esteemed food emporium of Ronald McDonald.

WABC has been making so many on-air changes that 
listeners will need a scorecard to keep track ... WWKB has given the ax to most of its 


on-air staff, switching to fulltime syndicated progranming, effective June 10. What a shame 
to see the once-powerful voice of WKB (WKBW) winding up in such a state ... WIP has signed 
a two-year deal to carry the NBA‘’s “76’ers. The ‘76’ers had previously been on WFIL ... The 
latest book in Columbus shows AM’ers lining up in the following order: WIVN, WMNI, WCOL, 
WVKO, and WBNS ... Don Wayne has retired fram WHIO, after 46 years ... Boston’s WBZ is still 
the number one AM‘er followed by WRKO, WHDH ... "Fig" Newton has resigned his mid-day spot 
on WWE ... KMOX continues its dominance in the St. Louis market with a 22.1 share. 

WINE-940, in Brookfield, CI, is now programming oldies all the time. Its primary rival 
WLAD-800 has had a mostly oldies format for a while, with Ridgefield’s WREF programming 
misic of the big band era. Not much of a musical AM selection in northern Fairfield County, 
CT. That is one of the problems living in the shadow of the Big Apple, just 65 miles away. 
FM’ers clearly hold the edge in this, as well as other, parts of the country. My only real 
programming complaint with area local stations, both AM and FM, is their sparse news 
departments. They do an outstanding job of informing the public during hazardous weather 
conditions and local emergencies but fall down drastically covering routine (if there can be 
such a thing) news. Many listeners have told me that they honestly believe that the local 
stations pick up a copy of the morning newspaper and react accordingly. While this is a bit 
harsh, the time value factor is certainly a difficult one for local stations with 
understaffed news departments and small budgets to combat. 

In this part of Connecticut many small towns utilize the town meeting form of 
government. Local issues, such as taxes and other voting issues, are important but rarely 
reported in time-valued manner. Many stations go with syndicated or network programs during 
the "off" periods and don’t even staff the newsrooms or provide inserts during these times. 
The bigger, regional stations totally ignore local happenings, unless it’s negative, a 
murder or major accident. What a shame. The results of elections or camunity votes are 
unknown to area residents until the morning, despite the fact that the polls closed the 
previous evening. Some area residents have even formed telephone trees to get the word out 
to interested parties. (!!!! -pls) What a sad commentary. The local FM sisters of these 
stations have little news time allocated. The local hardrocker probably figures that kids 
don’t want it, as it breaks up their continuity, and the beautiful music probably 
rationalizes the same way. (The same problems exist all over the country, too. News 
coverage is expensive in radio -pls) 

AS Mike and Sue’s tenure as editors of DX News comes to an end, I would like to thank 
them for all of their hard work on behalf of the NRC. I would also like to thank Paul for 
his editorship of the Musings of the Members column these past years. I feel that the fine 
line he has walked providing the members with a vehicle to share thoughts and information, 
without the personal attacks and non-related garbage of years ago, has done a lot to enhance 
the quality of the colum. While I am passing out kudos, all the colum editors should be 
cammended for their time and effort on behalf of our organization.

On Tuesday, June 7, WWCS AM Stereo 540 "Your Clasical Stn” had its day at Pittsburgh’s

their operation adjacent to the main stage in Point State Park. Very soon I had the 
Opportunity to meet three of the DJ’s (one dressed like a Fred Astaire dancer and known as 
the "WWCS" Phantom!) and GM Joe DiDonato, Within the hour they had their remote set up and 
took about four breaks in the afternoon.

As to my best experience visiting stations, there are several, but the one sticking out 
most. is last year’s visit to WVKO-1580 Columbus where my name was posted on the welcome 
sign! Also was a free dinner fran a PD at WRTA-1240 Altoona. No real worst experience.

"Salina-Belleville-Wichita", not at all unreasonable. Perhaps this format will get KFRM 
back on track; they certainly have the signal, with a 0.5 MV/M contour covering all of 
western Kansas (spots cane from Wichita, Emporia, Garden City, etc.), and reaches into NE, 
TX, OK, and CO. (The 0.1 MV/M contour adds MO, AR, and MM, and just misses WY and IA). 

Discovered that. one of my cousins had been invoived in the management of KMMZ-1140 


Greybull for a year or so, before a change in ownership. Another 1140 station, KNAB in 
Burlington, CO attracted my attention ... their format is a mixed bag of AdCon, B/SOL, and 
c&w, plus the usual farm news and small-town trading post ... and it actually sounds decent!

AM radio stations switch 


formats to gain listeners

WASHINGTON — Miami radio listeners who 
want some extra confidence can tune in these days 
to AM 980 — “Your Motivation Station.” 

Since August, it has been pumping out positive 
thinking 24 hours a day, 5,000 watts strong, in a 
fast-moving format that sounds like Top 40 without 
music. 

It gives Lips on courtesy, caring and achieving 
excellence, and pep talks from motivation special- 
iste. It airs health advice, news edited to streas the 
upbeat, and tales of products and people that 
weren't supposed to succeed but did. Features like 
“Energizer of the Day” and “the WNN Super- 
charger” round out the broadcast day. 

In New York another commercial AM station is 
on @ new specialized track: round-the-clock sports. 
WFAN updates scores from games big and small 
every 15 minutes. It fills the airwaves with stadium- 
hero interviews, trivia quizzes and 3-minute fea- 
tures on subjects like sports surgery and workout 
routines, 

In Los Angeles, meanwhile, AM station KMNY 
is trying eomething similar for the financially mind- 
ed This “Money Radiv” is a 24-hour report on 
stocks, commodities, corporate strategies and the 
business world in general. 

These are tough times for AM, the venerable 
pioneer of commercial broadcasting, and it is fight- 
ing back. With experimental formais like these and 
technical innovation to banish tinny sound and in- 
terference, it is working to stop a seemingly endless 
slide that has taken it to a 30 percent share of the 
listener market. As recently as 15 years ago. it had 
70 percent of the market. 

“What are we going to do to salvage the AM 
spectrum?” asked David E. Parnigoni, senior vico 
president-radio of the National Association of 
Broadcasters. “That’s a real serious question.” 

What especially troubles AM radio is a genera- 
.tion gap among audiences. AM draws in older peo- 
ple, who tend to hike news, information and “nostal- 
gia” formats. FM has the younger audience, which 
likes music, music and more music. 

Now AM operators are wondering whether their 
listeners will be replaced when they die out. Will 
baby boomers gravitate toward AM as their hair 
goes gray? 

“That generation has been raised on FM and 
FM music,” said Wayne Vriesman, vice president of 
Tribune Broadcasting Co.’s radio group. “Many of 
them today hardly know that AM exists.” He said 
he thinks that technical improvements will help, but 
that they alone don’t hold the key to a revival. 

“AM,” he said, “has to produce programming 
that is going to attract — programming besides 
news and information and talk that’s going to at- 
tract. these younger people as they mature.” 

To be sure, AM is nowhere near extinction. 
About 4,900 of the close to 8,940 commercial radio 
stations in the United States are AM, doing a busi- 
ness estimated by Duncan’s Radio Market Guide at

$1.7 billion to $1.9 billion last year. 
FM is a far bigger business in dollar 
terms, though the station numbers 
gre lower. In 1987, the 4,040 or so 
stations rang up at between $4.8 
billion and $5 billion in sales, Dun- 
¢an's estimates. 

As earlier as the 1940s, some in 
dustry sages predicted FM's domi- 
nunce. Its range might be shorter 
than AM'’s, but its tone was deeper, 

jcher, making music more true to 
ife. 

* The changeover gained speed in 
the late 1960s and early ‘70s as low- 
budget, underdog FM tried new for- 
mats in “beautiful music” and rock. 
“There was new programming that 
attracted people us well as superior 
sound quality,” said James Duncan 
Jr., editor and publisher of Dun- 
éan’s Market Guide. 

FM's sparser advertising helped, 
too. At first, that was because hard- 
ty anyone wanted to buy time on 
¥M stations. Today there is plenty 
of interest, but FM atill airs fewer 
ads because the induatry believes 
that. listeners of all-music formats 
won't accept the volume of ads that 
air on AM. Eighteen minutes per 
hour of advertising is common on 
big-time AM; FM_ typically has 
about half that. 

_ AM’s decline may have been 
speeded by the failing quality of its 
jown sound. Despite the mass de- 
‘fection of listeners. AM stations 
thave continued to _ proliferate, 
Scrowding the spectrum and causing 
‘static on stations adjacent on the 
dial 

At night when the upper atinos- 
phere bounces AM signals back to 
earth, the stations’ range increases, 
making the noise even worse. 

Today AM has retreated to a 
large degree into talk and informa- 
tion, in part on the logic that the 
human voice doesn't sound that 
much better on FM. 


There is still good money to be 
made in formats like that of the 
Washington area’s lead AM station, 
WMAL — news, traffic reports, 
community service, personality disc 
jockeys, even a bit of music. In 
many big cities the biggest revenue 
station is still AM — WMAL, 
WGN in Chicago, WINS in New 
York. 

And in rural America, general- 
interest AM continues to thrive. 
Technical capabilities explain much 
ot that: FM rarely carries more than 
65 miles, making it commercially 
impractical in areas of low popula- 
tion density. A strong AM station 
(50,000 watts is the maximum al- 
lowed) will extend 750 miles or 
more at night ard not be blocked by 
hills and valleys the way FM is. 
(AM continues to do unusually well 
in the hilly San Francisco area, 
partly for this reason.) a 

But for most smaller AM opera- 
tors the squeeze continues, and a fe- 
verish hunt is under way for spe- 
cialty formats. [f listeners want 
something and your station alore 
has it, they'll tune to you whether 
you are AM or FM, the logic goes. 

“They don’t realiy have to have

that mass appeal in order to stay in 
business," suggested Jim Gallant, 
director of broadcast operations at 
WMAL-AM. 

Thus it is that in a suburb of 
Little Rock, Ark., a children’s sta- 
tion has been on the air for the past 
2'4 years. KPAL (K-Pal) is on the 
air from 6a.m. lo 10 p.m. 


“The only reason we don't 
longer is our age group goes to 
said the station’s genera) manager, 
Bill Henslee, Advertising is oflen 
aimed at parents who listen in-both 
by choice and necessity. 

Other specialty formats don't 
make the cut, however. Station 
WHRS in Winchester, Ky., the 
heart of racing country, adopted an 
all-horse format recently. But it 
dropped it for “beautiful music” 
after the local station filling that 
more lucrative niche got out of the 
business. 

About the only music category 
in which AM remains king in urban 
areas is “nostalgia” Big-band 
music, introduced tv America in the 
1930s by way of vacuum-tube AM, 
younds more authentic to many 
older listeners on that medium. So 
do many rock 'n roll hits of the ’50s. 


Station KRVN of Lexington, 
Neb., has found success through 
both rural service and one of the 
cuuntry’s older specialty formats. It 
opened in 1951 as an all-agriculture 
station and today, at 50,000 watts, 
brings news and views on that sub- 
ject to farm kitchens and tractor 
cabs across a large swath of the 
Midwest. It will go 24 hours in 
March. 

AM hoped to brush off the cob- 
webs 2 bit with the unveiling of AM 
stereo in 1982, years after FM had 
adopted stereo. The trouble was 
that not one but five systems, all in- 
compatible, went on the market 
that year. 

The Reagan administraticn had 
just come into office, and deregula- 
tion was its theme. The Federal 
Communications Cominission de- 
clined to set a single standard for 
stereo, saying market forces would 
do the job better. 

“Tt was a disaster,” said Tribune 
Bronrdcasting’s Vriesman. “We lost 
years through that process.” Radio 
Manufacturers, consumers and sta- 
tions postponed big-ticket equip- 
ment investments until it became 
clear which system wouid win out. 
Their dithering, of course, slowed 
the weeding-out process. 

Today only two systems remain, 
made by Motorola Inc. and Kahn 
Communications Inc. Nonetheless, 
only about 10 percent of the coun- 
try’s AM stations broadcast in ster- 
eo, although that number may in- 
crease. 

The number of stereo receivers 
is slowhky yrowing. Ar:to-makers are 
slarting to install them in new 
models, radios capable of tuning in 
either system: have appeared, and 
industry officials are putting their 
heads together to work for a single, 
voluntary standard.
